ENGLAND'S DIVEMMA 


London Excited Over Fresh 
| War Rumors. 


REPORTED RUSSO-TURKISH ALL'ANCE. 


Sunday’s Losses in the Soudan—An Ac- 
knowledged Mistake by the British— 
Large Orders of Meat for Troops. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. — 

Lonpon, March 25. —There is great ex- 
citement here over the reports from Con- 
stantinople to the effect that the Porte 
had asked the advice of Bismarck in re- 
gard to the Turco-Russian alliance against 
England. 

Earl Granville to-day sent tor the Turk- 
ish Ambassador and Hassan Femi Pasha, 
special envoy of the Sultan, and had an 
interview with them. It is rumored that 
the interview was owing to a report from 
Constantinople of a Russo-Turkish alli- 
ance against England. 

The tension between Russia and Eng- 
land over the Afghan frontier question 
has increased. The stock market is ex- 
cited, and British consols are % per cent. 
and Russian securities 1 per cent. lower 
than at the close last evening. 

Lonpon, March 25.—An _ additional 
force of 20,000 Russian troops are proceed- 
ing from the Caucasus to the Afghanistan 
frontier. Russia’s finances are unable to 
bear the strain of war. No power except 
Germany is able or willing to supply the 
loan to Russia, and it is doubtful whether 
even Germany could do so. 

THE CABINET’S DECISION. - ; 

The Cabinet held a session this after- 
noon on the Afghan -difficulty, and re- 
solved to firmly demand of Russia that 
she commence forthwith the work of de- 
limitating the Afghan frontier, in accord- 
ance with the understanding under which 
Sir Peter Lumsden and. a British survey- 
ing party passed so many months in the 
Ameer’s dominions. All the officers be- 
longing to the British Indian army now 
in Europe on furlough have been ordered 
to immediately rejoin their respective 
regiments.

TERMS TO BE ARRANGED WITH THE AMEER. 
Lonpon, March 25.—The British Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg has been in- 
structed to press the Russian Govern- 
ment for a reply to Granville’s proposals 
of the 16th regarding the outposts on the 
Afghan frontier. Yesterday’s council 
was called to consider the dispatches 
from Dufferin forwarding the demand of 
the Ameer of Afghanistan for immediate 
war drafts, and the rumors that the 
Ameer had received overtures from 
Russia offering favorable terms for an 
alliance. The. Cabinet decided to invest 
Dufferin with plenary power to arrange 
terms with the Ameer. | | : 

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION,

Suaxm, March 25.—The redoubts at 
Hasheen have proven a failure as a pro- 
tection to the British troops and have 
been destroyed by order of General Gra- 
ham, to preyent them protecting the 
Arabs. The total loss of the Arabs in last 
Sunday’s engagement is now stated at 
8000, including 34 women, who had been 
armed as soldiers, and who proved as im- 
petuous and determined as the men. The 
British lost 1000 camels, and are seri- 
ously crippled by lack of transportation. 

NEW BALLOON CORPS. 

Svuakim, March 25.—General Graham 
moved the headquarters of the camp two 
miles nearer Tamai. A convoy of Indian 
troops went this morning to MceNeill’s 
zereba on the Tamai road. This convoy 
acted as an escort for a balloon corps 
which has arrived at the zereba. The 
Balloon corps immediately set to work 
taking observations. A captive balloon 
was sent up from the zereba and remained 
up several hours. The observers de- 
scended with information concerning the 
positions and movements of Osman Dig- 
na’s men. The morning’s work shows 
the balloon corps will be invaluable in 
work in assisting Graham to make for-. 
ward movements. The Grenadier guards 
have gone to Hasheen to escort the Surry 
regiment back to Suakim.

A large 
number of camels and mules, laden with 
baggage, broke away during the skir- 
mishing yesterday and were captured b 
the rebels. 

Yesterday’s convoy, by mistake, took 
number of empty water vessels for a 
zareba. The occupation of Hasheen is 
now admitted to be a mistake. The work 
is telling severely on the troops, many of 
whom are sick. Osman Digna on Sunday 
ordered his troops to advance on Suakim, 
after the’slaughter of the British. It will 
be impossible to reach Tamai on Friday, 
owing to the difficulties in obtaining 
water. | 


Meat for English Troops. 

Cuicaco, March 25.—The N. K. Fait- 
banks Canning Company of this city has 
received during the last seven days cable 
orders for canned beef for the use of the 
British army, which, coupled with an ad- 
ditional order received this morning, 
makes the aggregate amount to be shipped 
4,000,000 pounds. The orders came from 
the British War Department, the destina- 
tion of the meats being Woolwich. It will 
require two weeks to fill the orders now 
on hand. The Armour Packing Company 
is also in receipt of orders to supply 5,- 
440,000 pounds. These are the largest or- 
ders ever received here and owing to their 
magnitude the supposition is that they 
are to meet a war emergency. The can- 
ning houses are working day and night in 
order to meet these demands. .- 


The Effect on the Market. 


Cuicaco, March 25.—Private advices 
of a warlike tenor, accompanied by an- 
other drop in British consols, created a 
very feverish feeling in the wheat market 
at the opening this morning, and there 
was rather a sharp advance in prices of 
May wheat, which closed at 79%c last 
night.

BurraLo, March 25.—This evening, as 
light- 
ing the gas above the stage drop, the fly 
took fire from a defective burner.

DEPARTURE OF TROOPS FOR THE FRONT. 


Thousands Cheer the Soldiers on Their 
Way—The War Dance of 1500 Indians 
—Telegraph Lines Seized. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
WinniPec, March 25.—The excitement 
over the rebellion in Saskatchewan county 
increases hourly. The entire cityis in 
an uproar. The first column of troops 
left fer the West to-day by special train. 
Thousands of people assembled at the 
station and cheered as the train roiled 
out. The remainder of the troops, in- 
cluding the Winnipeg first battery, Win- 
nipeg troop of cavalry and remainder of 
the 19th battalion will leave by a special 


train to-morrow. Middleton is expected 
in the morning from the East to take 
command of the expedition. It is re- 
ported that many Indian tribes are rising. 
Piapot’s band of 1500 are holding war 
dances, and others are doing likewise. It 
is believed Piapot and others will attempt 
to capture the barracks at Regina. The 
garrison is weak and the very first detach- 
ment forwarded goes there. The telegraph 
line northwest of Humboldt has been 
cut and the operators imprisoned. Mails 
in that vicinity have been seized by the 
rebels, who confiscated the mail contrac- 
tors’ borsts and stations. It is stated 
Charles Noland, an ex-member of the 
Manitoba Legislature, has been captured 
by Riel and threatened with death. He 
incurred Riel’s displeasure during the Red 
river rebellion. The troops will proceed 
from Queappelle, by way of Touchwood 
Hills, to Prince Albert, making a detour 
toavoid the Indian reserves. No par- 
ticulars of the reported slaughter of the 
police at Fort Carleton have yet been ob- 
tained. Itis thought everything at that 
point is in the possession of the rebels, 
except the fort. ew 

No news has yet been received from the 
Carleton rebels in possession of the tele- 
graph lines and mails. The mounted 
police are massing on the Saskatchewan 
point below where the half-breeds 
were waiting for them.

FREEZE-OUT GAME. 


Railroad Rivalry for the Fruit- 
Carrying Trade. 
The San Francisco Chronicle of & re- 


A Scarlet Woman Attends ©hnreh | cent date contained the following inter- 


view, which is of interest to Southern 
California readers: 


A railroad mam recently from the south, 
in conversation with a reporter ef the 
Chronicle, yesterday, said that the South- 


ern Pacific is moving heaven and earth to 


prevent the Atlantic and Pacific from se- 
curing a share of the fruit-carrying trade 
of the lower ccunties. Said he: ‘*For tae 
past two months the situation down there 
has been anything but satisfactory to 
either of the rival lines. The California 
Southern, which has attempted to ship 
oranges direct from Riverside over ite 
line, and the Southern Pacific to Mojave 
and thence east, via the Atlantic and Pa-. 
cific, has led the Southern Pacific to 
adopt very. unusual means of barring out 
its competitors. In the first place, the 
station of Riverside, on the California — 
Southern, is about two miles from the 
town of Riverside, from which the or- 
anges are received, and in order to kee 
traffic out of the bands of the Atlantic a 
Pacific, the Southern Pacifie Company 
has hired a large number of teams and 
drays, and is carrying the oranges over 
the wagon road from Riverside to Colton, 
where they are shipped on board their 
cars for the East, thus practically shut- . 
ting the California Southern out of the 
business. As soon as the latter line ig 
extended through from San Bernardino 
to Daggett, and the Atlantic and Pacific 
secures control of the line, there will be 
a different face on the matter.’’ 

‘‘How does the Atlantic and Pacific 
ship fruit from Los Angeles?” 

“Ah, thatis a point which I forgot to 
mention. In the early part of February 
the Atlantic and Pacific Company sent a 
lot of refrigerator cars to the southern 
country, in order that fruit might be 
carried over its line without freezing. 
On hearing of this the Southern Pacific 
sent word to the other company that it 
might load its cars at Los Angeles, but 
could not send them to Colton or other 
points along the ling south of Los 
Angeles to receive fruit for shipment over 
the Atlantic and Pacific without the pay- 
ment of a mileage of five cents. This 
being an arbitrary rate and against all 
custom, the Atlantic and Pacific refused 
to kgree to such an arrangement, its 
agents claiming thatif any mileage was 


ern Pacific, as that road r i.ceived the ben- 
efit of the freight rates. The Sonthern 
Pacific was firm, however, and exacted 
the mileage. The Atlantic and Pacific 
finally accepted the rate under protest, as 
the cars had been lying idle at Los 
Angeles for some time. But to its sur- 
prise the Southern Pacific managers 
announced that the rate must ' ac- 
cepted unconditionally. To this arbitrary 
proposition the Atlantie and Pacific re- 
fused to listen, and so the matter stands, 
although through their enterprise the 
Southern Pacific’s competitors have man- 
aged to secure a fair share of the traffic. 
nother scheme for retarding the usefal- 
ness of the Atlantic and Pacific freight 
line was the circulation of reports of car-. 
loads of oranges freezing and decaying 
while en route to the East in its cars, and 
on the 11th inst. a report was sent broad- 
cast among the fruit shippers that there 
was a strike on the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé. The Atlantic and Pacific 
agents claim to be able to trace these 
reports to Fourth and Townsend streets, 
but I could not say whether they origi- 
nated there or not. The other matters I 
have mentioned are sufficient to show the 
conditign of traffic affairs in Southern 
California and the great anxiety of the 
Southern Pacific'to have the field all to 
itself.”’ 

A Times reporter approached a lead- 
ing local railroader, yesterday, to hear 
the Southern Pacific side of the story. 
He said: 

“The Southern Pacific Railroad 
hauled a large number of fruit cars 
down to this city, and then sent them 
out to Riverside to be loaded. ‘The 
California Southern refused to haut 
them the six miles from Colton to River- 
side unless the cargoes should be routed 
East via the Atlantic and Pacific. Of 
course we wouldn’t have that, for it 
was entirely arbitrary. No matter how 
much the shipper might desire to send 
bis fruit by our line, they compelled 
him to ship by the Atlantic and Pacific. — 
So we hired these drays. We pay the 
drayage ourselves, whether the fruit 
-goes by our line or by any other; and 
shippers have their choice of routes, 
though of course we try to induce them 
to choose ours, as we have a perfeot 
business right to do. As to their 
refrigerator cars, we do demand the 
milage named, but simply in self-pro- 
tection.

The United States is turning an in- 
terested eye in the direction of the 
neighboring States of Guatemala and 


' Nicaragua, between which war has so 
recently been declared, a war which} 


must almost necessarily involve as well 
the whole five adjacent States of Cen- 
tral America. It isa war inaugurated 
to satisfy the blind ambition for power 
of Barrios, the tyrannical ruler and 
mercenary despot of Guatemala. 

Since the dissolution of the Central 
American Confederacy, which occurred 
after the death of General Don Fran- 
cisco Marazan, the leading patriots of 
the different States, clinging to the idea 


of afree republic, have vainly sought 


through various legitimate means 
to revive the old federal union. Dur- 
ing the year 1871 General Miguel 
Garcia Granadas compassed the over- 
throw of the Church party in Guate- 
mala, where he enjoyed his short-lived 
power until the following year, when, 
burning with ambition, thirsting for 
authority and resorting to vilest in- 
trigue, Barrios seized his opportunity, 
removed him from power, and placed 
himself at the head of the Liberal party 
there—a tyrant in the guise of Liber- 
ator.’ The hopes of those who at first 
had reposed confidence in the purposes 
and ability of Barrios finally died 


out. They discovered him to 
be mercenary, sordid, seeking 
only his own aggrandizement, 


and caring nothing for the best interests 


' of the States. His thirteen years in-office 


has been a period of blood and of 
political persecution. Men have been 


*~ executed by the wholesale, and the 


prison pens which he has built would 
show horrors outrivaling the Black 
Hole of Calcutta, or the untold suffer- 
ings of Libby prison and Andersonville. 
His greed for gold is evidenced in the fact 
that from the small pepulation of Guate- 
1,250,000, four- 
fifths of whom are impoverished Indians, 
he has through his systems of ex- 
tortion accumulateda private fortune of 
.ten millions of dollars. This Liberal and 
Reformer has also destroyed the freedom 
of the press; and thereis now no law but 
that of his own tyrannical will within 
the limits of his dominion. Such being 
his character, he is the last man that 
would be selected by the people of 
Salvador, Costa Rica and Nicaragua as 
a leader to bring about the much-de- 
sired confederation of States. While 
desirous of a united republic, they are 
firm and decided in their determination 
not to be governed by such a despot. 

But in spite of opposition he has 
had many schemes to bring about a 
reunion of the States, of which he 
should be the recognized and acknowl- 
edged ruler. In 1875 he assembled an 
international congress at his capital, at 
which were present representatives of 
all the five States. His object was to 
declare a renewal of the confederation, 
and his own public recognition as its 

But this he failed to accom- 
plish. | 
Still clinging to his purpose of. be- 
coming President of Central America, 
he called another international con- 
vention in 1884, in order to urge upon 
the representatives of the people the 
importance of securing the unity of the 
Central American States. But the ca- 
reer of Barrios had been such that the 
other republics had lost faith in him, 
and discountenanced al measures which 
might tend to place him in power over 
This 
call for a convention Was therefore 
unheeded, and this left him without 
any hope of accomplishing peaceably 
the end at which his ambition has so 
long aimed. His only hope now is by 
fraud or by force of arms. 

It is asserted that the quarrel with 
Nicaragua, on the part of Barrios, is re- 
ally one against American influence 
and the canal project there. Of this the 
New York Herald says: 


“‘When Barrios had trouble with Mexico 
some four years ago, on the boundary 
question, he was willing to go so far as to 
‘accept an American protectorate condi- 
tional upon the defense of Guatemala 

t the encroachment of Mexico; put 
now, as he has himself on hand a scheme 
of inter-oceanic transit, and having 
shamefully sacrificed his country’s un- 
doubted rights to Soconusco and Chiapas, 
he is willing, in the sacred name of patri- 
otic sentiment, to sacrifice hecatombs of 
lives to be able to prevent Nicaragua 
from reaping the undoubted benefit that 


would accrue to her by the cutting of a. 


canal under the auspices of these United 
States. His cause of dispute with Nica- 
ragua is of the most frivolous sort and 
characteristic of the man who takes it up. 
It originated in an abusive article which 
was some time ago published in a Nicara- 
gua paper. Barrios demanded the sup- 
pression of the aggressive journal, but, 
as in Nicaragua the liberty of the press is 
decreed by law, this modest request of 
the Dictator could not be complied with, 
aad. therefore, he made the refusal a 
pretext to declare war against his area 


_ bor, with thé object, forsooth, of estab- 


lishing the Central American Union, but 
in ttuth to interfere with the projected 
American canal enterprise.”’ 


As a result of this war the friends of 
liberty everywhere will rejoice if the 
ambitious schemes of Barrios are frus- 
trated. It would be a deplorable _ thing 
for the free Central American States if 
Barrios should be successful, The 
yoke that Guatemala has so long worn 
he would impose upon them. But these 
little republics will make a stern fight 
against him beforethey will submit to 
the usurper and tyrant. ,

The Board of Education desires to 
lay before your honorable body the fol- 
lowing statements with regard to our 
schools: 

At the beginning of the presen 
school year, owing to the extraordinary 
growth in the attendance, the number 


nine to sixty-seven, adding about 35 
per cent. to the cost of running the 
schools. 

It then seemed apparent that it would 
not be possible to maintain the usual 


ten—-months term, and the opening of 
the schools was postponed from Sep- 
tember, the regular time, to October, 
with the understanding between the 
Board and teachers that there would be 
nine months of school, or, at the very 
least, eight months. 

Previous to the rapid growth in our 
population, the receipts from State and 
county were ample to pay the current 
expenses of the schools. 

For the past two or three years, how- 
ever, this fund has fallen much short of 
the amount needed. | 

The reason is evident: The appor- 
tionment of school moneys- for each 
year is based on the school census en- 
rollment and the attendance of the 
next preceding year—in effect working 
a hardship on rapidly growing districts 
such as ours. Thus: Our apportion- 
ment for this year is computed upon 
andin proportion to last year’s enroll- 
ment, while the attendance has in- 
creased about 40 per cent. during this

riod. 

The cost per capita of maintaining 
the schools jast year was less than it 
has been for the past thirteen years. 
The attendance has nearly trebled 
since 1880, while the amount received 
from State and county is only about 
twice what 1t was at that time. 


levy made for school purposes by. the 
City Council in August, 1884, has been 
expended in improvements. 

The Board, in estimating the prob- 
able receipts from State and county for 
the present school year, counted upon 
an‘ increase over the apportionment: of 
{the previous year, somewhat commen- 
surate with the increased enrollment. 
In this we have been disappointed, the 
amount so received falling short of our 
expectations by some nine or ten thous- 
and dollars. 

The announcement.of the State ap- 
portionment two weeks ago, and a 
careful examination of our books since 
that time, shows us that our funds are 
insufficient # maintain even a seven- 
months term; that, unless relief is 
obtained, the schools will have to be 
closed in April, two months earlier than 
usual. 

Such curtailing of the term would be 
a serious blow to the schools. All 
classes would be abruptly cut off in 
the midst of the year’s work, subjects 
left unfinished and unreviewed, and 
pupils unprepared for the work of next

The Board on Friday last held a eon- 
ference with the teachers, the result of 
which was the following proposition: 

If the schools can be continued until 
the middle of June by dispensing with 
the customary ‘‘closing exercises’’ and 
employing the time usually spent 
thereon in regular class work, the full 
year’s course can be completed and 
pupils be fitted for the next year. — 

If a sufficient amount can be secured 
to maintain the schools through the 
months of April and May, the teachers 
will donate their services for the re- 
mainder of the time necessary to accom- 
plish this object. | 

From the most careful estimates 
which the Board has been able to make, 
the sum of $9000, in addition to the 
school moneys now on hand, will be 
necessary to enable the Board to ac- 
cept the public-spirited offer of the 
teachers. The only probable source of 


fund appears to be the sale of the Cen- 
tral School property, which now seems 
practically assured. The sale, how- 
-ever, cannot be made in time to afford 
any relief, as the Board cannot this 
year anticipate the revenue for the 
fiscal year commencing July 1. 

In this state of affairs the Board of 
Education feels that your honorable 
body will be ready and willing to'take 
‘any proper steps to secure the best re- 
sults to our schools. With this view 
we respectfully ask your honorable 
body to anticipate the proceeds of the 
sale of the school property by a tempo- 
rary transfer of $9,000 to the school 
fund. | 
This seems the only practicable way 
out of the difficulty, and if it meets 
your approval it will, we feel assured, 
work no hardship to the city and will be 
of inestimable benefit to our public 
schools.

-To most people Nevada is a very 
agreeable disappointment. | That she 
possessed so many good qualities was 
not imagined. Nevada is a remarkable 
type‘of soprano leggiere. Her voice is 
small, thin and weak, but it has pene- 
trating power, and it is within its in- 
ferior volume and paucity of power pure 
and distinct. Like all high voices, its 
higher notes have the resonance. 
The quality of the voice is) 
one. Itis musical in its tone, sweet, 
dainty and plaintive. In leggiero sing- 
ing there is an absence of pressure, the 
notes being uttered with only sufficient 
force to prodnce the sound,~ ~The ex- 
pression is given by a shading of piano 
effects—gentle crescendos and dreamy 
and expiring diminuendos, In these 
respects nothing more delicious than 
Nevada’s singing can be imagined.
